Demand  Notes  were  issued  in  1861  in  denominations  of  $5.00,  $10.00,  and 
$20.00  only.  The  notes  were  payable  “on  demand”  by  the  Assistant  Treasurer  at 
New  York  and  at  the  Sub-Treasuries  in  Philadelphia,  Boston,  Cincitmati,  and 
St.  Louis.  The  notes  tvere  originally  signed  by  employees  of  the  Government  w'ith 
their  own  names  “For  the  Register”  and  “For  the  Treasurer.”  Later  the  plates  were 
changed  to  read  “For  the  Register  of  the  Treasury”  and  “For  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States.” 

The  following  group  of  Specimen  Notes  are  from  the  new  plates.  These  Speci- 
men Notes  were  probably  sent  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  to  the 
Treasury  for  their  approval.  All  are  printed  uniface  on  India  Paper  on  card. 
The  obverses  are  punched  where  the  signatures  ivould  appear.  All  of  the  serial 
numbers  are  com  posed  of  5 ciphers.
